POPULATION IN NORTH 


CHARACTER AND HABITS OF LIFE 
IN THE NORTHERN WILDS 
OF CANADA 


Some Interesting Facts Are Gleaned 
From the Census Bulletin Relative 
to Canada's Farthest North Popula- 
tion—How Eskimo Hunters Are 
Cheated. 


According to a census bulletin giv- 
ing some details of Canada’s farthest 


north population, there are some six 
hundred Eskimos in Ungava. On the 
east coast of Hudson Bay, and on the 
west coast :nd in the Churchill dis- 
trict the total population is given as 
1,588, of whem 1,360 are Eskimos, 180 
Indians, 27 hali-breeds and 22 whites, 

Some interesting information js 
given a. to the character and habits 
of life of the Dominion’s population 
fn the northern wilds. Speaking of 
the Eskimos on the east coast of Hud- 
gon Bay, Rev. R. J, Renison, Arch- 
deacon of Moosonee, who took the 
census, says: 

“Of six undred Eskimos thought 
to be living cn the east coast of 
Hudson Say, 542 names were obtata- 
ed. The Srames are stated to be 
thoroughly reliable, but the ages 
would be pure guess work. 

“In calling most of them pagans 
{t must be remembered that they are 
so in name only, 
have their religious books, and prac- 
tically everyone of the age of ten 
can read them. Heathen practices 
are a thing of the past. Tn» major- 
ity of the people “live in the most 
squalid conditions, and are destitute 
of proper clothing through the fail- 
wre of the deer, which long ago were 
numerous along the east cost of 
Hudson Bay.” 

The report of Mr. Courtlandt 
Starnes, commissioner of Customs at 
Fort Churchill, and local superintend 
ent of the Royal Northwest Mount- 
ed Police, covered the western shore 
of Hudson Bay from Fort Churchili 
to the northern extremity of Mel- 
ville Peninsula. Mr, Stearnes divided 
the work into three parts, and ap- 
pointed an enumerator for each, 
Some of the work was done on trails 
covered heavily with snow, and with 
the temperature never above 40 de- 
grees below 2>ro. 

Sergt. Hayter reported 
people in his district had 
whatever of their age, and they knew 
nothing of our divisions of time.

RAILWAY FIRE PROTECTION 


Companies Now Energetic In Protec- 
tive Measures—Settlers’ Slash Re- 
sponsible for Many Fires 

According to the fire inspection do- 
partment of the board of railway com- 
missioners, the railways throughout 
the country are doing very much bet- 
ter this year in the matter of fire 
protection than they have ever done 
before. There has been closer com 
pliance with the requirements of the 
beard, and a far greater degree of c.- 
operation between the  varicus 
agencies interested in fire prevention. 
In particular, the railways are co 
operating with the fire protective or- 
ganizations of the Dominion and pro- 
vincial govornments, The situation 
has also been greatly improved by 
the increase, in number and strength, 
of lumberimen’s cooperative fire pro- 
tective associations, of which there 
are now two in the province of 
Quebec, protecting a total of near- 
ly 14,000,000 acres. 

In the past railways have always 
teen regarded as one of the prin- 
cipal causes of forest fire destruction. 
This situation ic now being rapidly 
changed, due to the increasing care 
given this matter under the require- 
ments of the railway commission. 
The fire hazard is being reduced by 
the expenditure of large sums by rail- 
way companies in disposing of inflaimn- 
mable debris on rights of way. Great 
care is taken to keep the spark ar- 
rest@rs on locomotives in good order. 
Throug® the more dangerous sec- 


tained, and everywhere railway em- 
ployees have received special instruc- 
tions regarding the reporting and ex- 
tinguishing of fires in the vicinity of 
the track, 

Reports received by the chief fire 
inspector of ths board indicate that, 
to a very much greater extent than 
in previous year, the fires in the vicin- 
ity of the railways have been ade- 
quately handled by the railway em- 
ployees and that most of the serious 
fires reported es occurring in May or- 
iginated at a distance from the rail- 
ways, frequently as a result of set- 
tiers’ slash-purning operations,—C, L. 
in Conservation. 


Reducing Strength of Permanent Units 

The present strength of two units 
of the permanent force, the engineer 
corps and army service corps, is to be 
reduced by the minister of militia. 
The numbers of both units as at pre- 
sent constituted are considered too 
great and Colonel Sam Hughes  in- 
tends to reduce them to a workable 
size. The Canadian army service 
corps is now one-third as great num- 
erically as that for the whole Brit- 
ish army, in spite of the great dis- 
parity of the Canadian and British 
forces,

_ PEACE RIVER COUNTRY 


Dunvegan, A ta., August 8, 
Editor, Ponoka Herald, 
Dear Sir,—I pomised you oa 
| letter some time a: >, 1 believe, and 
though I cannot du justice to the 


‘| subject in hand, I will state & few 


facts concerning things that have 
come under my observation since 
I saw you last, while en route to 
the Peace River country. 

I spent the greater part of last 
year in the Peace River district, in 
the vicinity of Fort Vermilion and 
Vermilion Balla, and fully intended 
to give you a detailed account of 
onr experience during that time, 
but owing to the fact that my dear 
wife (who is now laid to rest at 
Fort Vermilion), was so closely 
connected with most of these inci- 
dents I would have told you, that 
period must remain a closed book 
for the present, 

I left Edmonton on the E. D. & 
B. ©, railway at 8 a.m., and arrived 
at Smith Station about midnight 
The next morning the Athabasca 
River was crossed in a boat, and 
then aboard the construction train 
running from Smith to Sawridge, 
which consists of a donkey engine, 
a box car, and a flat car, (Since 
then the bridge has been complet- 
ed across the river, and the trains 
runs direct to Sawridge, the fare 
being $6.75. That ride from Smith 
to Sawridge could hardly be called 
a joy ride, but was very interest- 
ing just the same, 

One incident (proving that those 
in charge are very accommodating) 
occured when a man’s straw bat 
blew off. After considerable wav. 
ing and shouting he succeeded in 
stopping the train, and ran back, 
nearly half a mile, while the en- 

ineers, etc., had a quiet smoke. 
ft was thought the hat must be 
a train,

That piece of railroad is some- 
what uneven, owing to wash-outs, 
eto., and it wes amusing at times 
to seo the conductors and brake- 
nen pushing on the lower side of 
the engine in order to prevent it 
tipping over, and asking the pas- 
sengers to crowd over to one side 
of the cars for the sume reason.: 
Sawridge was reached in the even- 
ing, however, all being dirty and 
hungry, and good justice was done 
to a square meal at the hotel. 

Sawridge boasts a population of 
about 100, and may be a city some 
day, though it has to grow some 

et 
. Lesser Slave Lake was crossed 
in a gasoline boat during the night, 
time taken was 6 hours, and the 
fare $5, and light lnggage fee, We 
retired to rest for a few hours on 
reaching Grouard, but not to sleep, 
for one of the worthy residents, 
though in a dry town, felt some- 
what hilarious, and insisted on 
trying overall the popular songs 
of the day in front of the hotel, 
presumably for our benefit, though 
he was not asked. He could scar- 
cely have been drinking in Grou- 
ard, but as the Scotch say, must 
have “ben tasting.” He kept it 
up until a man much bigger than 
himself got up and went outside, 
and that ended the concert, 

The population of Grouard haa 
been estimated at from 1000 to 
3000, ‘The formest figures should 
be nearest the mark. It consists 
nostly of one street, nearly two 
miles long, ranning along the edge 
of Buffalo Bay. 

The residents are very disap- 
pointed because the 2, D, & B. O. 
railway has passed ten miles to the 
south of them, and though they 
have the promisu of a railroad 
through the town, just when they 
will get it isa matter of conjecture 

From Grouard to Peave River 
Crossing is approximately ninety 
miles by trail, and is by far the 
worst part of the trip. I have 


made three trips over that portage, 
and cannot look back with much 
pinsute over any one of them 
Vhen the trail is wet travelling is 
slow and difficult, especially for 
tevms with freipht, and when they 
are cry, they are so rough that 
walking is preferrable to riding 
most of the time; There seems to 
be no set passenger rate over this 
trail.

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BRITISH LEGISLATION 
FOR RAISING WAGES 


Endeavors of British Government to 
Remedy Evil Working Conditions 
Wage Astonishingly Low 


The Weekly London Latter of the 
Journal of Commerce of Montreal has 
recently contained some very in- 
teresting comments on working con- 
ditions in the mines and factories of 
Great Britain, as well as on the farms. 
To those who are accustomed to the 
prevailing high rate of wages of the 
Canadian West, or even of Eastern 
Canada, and the splendid working 
conditions which exist here, the 
wages of the average British worker 
seem most unjust. 

Whether the fortunate position of 
Canadians with respect to wages and 
working conditions, as compared with 
those in Great Britain, result from 
the respective trade policies of the 
two countries or not, it would seem 
only reasonable that Canadians sbould 
be slow to make a departure fn @ 
policy, the results of which with re- 
spect to wages they are no. sure of 

Better Pay 

Discussing the living wage legis 
Jation as enacted in connection with 
the miners’ strike the correspondent 
of The Journal of Commerce writes 
aa follows 

I think you will fod the Liberal 
Government, If it remains in power, 
making « considerable extension in 
the application of living wage legis- 
lation to low-pald industries. (We 
shall still go on calling it “minimum 
wage’ legislation, I suppose, although 
we really mean “living wage" legis- 
lation), In 1909 the Government 
passed the Trade Boards Act, under 
which boards are set up to decide 
wages in certain trades. The inten- 
tion is to prevent the payment of 
“sweating” wages. Under the Act 
minimum wages have been fixed in 
the chain-making, paperbox making, 
ready-made talloring, and lace making 
trades, and in all these industries it 
is illegal now to pay sweating wages 
And the remarkable result is that the 
employers in these trades are not find 
ing the compulsory increase in wages 
any drawback to thelr prosperity. In 
the worst of them all, the chaln-mak 
ing trade, the employers cannot get 
workers enough, At the present time 
wages are belng arranged in another 
group of low-paid industries, and now 
it may be said that we are on the 
eve of a still further extension of the 
principle 

Housing and Wages 

The matter has arisen through the 
pressing forward of the housing ro 
form proposals of the Government 
These proposals as I have already de- 
scribed, deal with housing conditions 
in the towns a@ well as in the coun- 
try, and the Government is met with 
the same obstacle tn both cases. How 
can they expect men to live In decent 
houses, or decent houses 4o be built 
for them, ff the weekly wage te not 
big enough to pay a fair rent? It ie 
clear that basic reform is a reform 
in wages. And I have no doubt that 
the Government will attack the prob 
lem with courage and conviction 
Such experiments as hgve been made 
show that higher my can be paid 
with advantage to both employerg and 
employed, 


LOW WAGES IN BRITAIN 


What the Lioyd George insurance 
Scheme Actuaries Aecertained 


According to the “Journa’ of Com- 
merce” of Montreal, in recent ar 
ticle dealing with the sick and un- 
employment features of the Lioyd 
George Insurance Bill, it is said that 
{t has been found desirable to make 
& further extension of the principle 
which exempts from personal contri- 
bution Individuals earning less than 
86 cents a day and which takes re- 
duced rates from those earning less 
than 60 cents a day. The Govern. 
ment actuaries estimated that there 
would be found no fewer than 65,000 
adult men and 711,000 adult women 
whose total earnings from all sources 
would amount to less than $150 a year 
In the first quarter 411,487 persons 
were excused upon these grounds, a 
figure which makes it probable that 
some two hundred thousand of poor 
women failed to escape an illegal de- 
duction, 

These people, who earn such scan- 
dalously low wages in England, make 
much of the textile goods, clothing 
and in some cases food products 
which some Western Canadians would 
like to see come into Canada free of 
duty. Do Canadians as a whole wish 
to encourage industries in Great 
Britain which are paying their help 
such shamefully low wages that the 
workers are excused from contribut- 
ing to the Lioyd George Insurance 
Bill?)

Chinesé and Russians Ready to Invade 
Canadian Egg Market 

Ordinarily tariff discussions turn on 
the duties on agricultural implements, 
machinery, woollens and other linee 
of manufactured products. The aver 
age citizen fa prone to forget that 
there is a duty on most agricultural! 
products, and while there has beet 
a free food controversy raging for 
the past few months, many Canadians 
have a rather hazy idea of what the 
duty {s on food products and what 
lines are covered, 

It is generally considered that the 
duty on agricultural products ‘is of 
no use to any one, but the discussion 
of the past few months and the in- 
vasion of the Canadian market by 
foreign farm ,roducts has made the 
farmer realize that protection on his 
products is of some value to him 
after all. This is becoming more 
evident every day in the case of eggs. 
A few weeks ago the Canadian Pro- 
duce Association was the recipient of 
4 communication from Shanghal, in 
which a local firm offered to furnish 
the Canadian trade with first class 
candied goods at 13%¢ to Me per 
dozen c.f. Pacific ports. During the 
past season the shipments of Chinese 
eggs to the Pacific seaboard totalled 
80,000 cases of 30 dozen to the case, 
and the claim is made that this can 
be increased immensely if markets 
will pay for them. On the Atlantic 
seaboard, Russian eggs are avaliable 
at iSc and 19c, and the two quotations 
would work out at about the same 
for Winnipeg and points § further 
East.

During the past winter and spring 
Western Canada has produced more 
eggs than ever before in her history, 
and for the first time on record has 
shipped some to Eastern Canada, in 
addition to supplying Winnipeg and 
other urban centres of the West. The 
entrance of cheap Chinese eggs on the 
Western egg trade will have a serious 
effect on the prices to the producer 
in Western Canada.

able asset, when last week cggs drop 
ped from twenty-five cents a dozen 
to about half that price, cutting of 
nearly all the profit. Why this drop? 
We have only a small import duty on 
eggs (were they free matters would 
be still worse), and outside markets 
being glutted, the surplus was dumped 
here, An adequate duty would have 
prevented this and reserved the mar 
ket for the Alberta farmer. 

Who profited by it? Certainly not 
the producer, who must sell his eggs 
at so low a price. Not the local buyer 
or middlemen, all of whom lose money 
On eggs bought at the higher price 
and sold at the lower.
